If aggression came these gave the Allies the capacity for 
“immediate brutal and decp-ranging retaliation,” 

General Valluy, who was accompanied by General Hans 
Speldel, German Commander of Central European 
Land Forces, said: “We do not believe there is any 
immediate danger but the menace is always there.” 


Artillery Strength 


General Valluy spoke of the build-up of Soviet forces 
facing Central European Command across the “Iron 
Curtain” and said the Communist striking force was 
now composed entirely of mechanised and armoured 
divisions with growing artillery strength. 

The conventional infantry division of the last war. had 
disappeared and the Communist forces were highly 
trained and, since 1968, had carried out exercises for 
nudlear warfare, : 

Genera! Vatluy said the bulk of the Soviet striking force 
wha based in Eastern Germany, with its air arm in 
Enst Germany und Poland and airborne divisions 
further back ready for swift intervention,

Different Styles 


But Stan, like me, gets a 
little annoyed when people start 
comparing us.

A huge moving — oll-drilling 
barge has been conatructed by 
the German company Gutchoff- 
nungshutto for Abu Dhabi Marine
